The recent statement by Premier Bennett in the House of Commons in 
which he outlined the attitude of himself and his Government on the subject 
of reciprocal trade relations with the United States, and in which he declared 
that the United States was Canada’s natural market, constitutes, not only an 
announcement of great interest and importance, but it has the effect of re- 
moving, at least so far as the principle involved is concerned, this particular 
phase of the tariff question from the realm of partizan politics. Differences 
of opinion as to details of any such trade arrangement may exist or develop 
between the two great political parties in this country, but, so far as the 
question of the desirability of such an arrangement, it has now been quite 
plain that there is no difference of opinion. 

To all those who feel that the important question of the tariff should, as 
far as possible, be removed from the arena of partizan political controversy, 
this unanimity of view will be most gratifying, as well as a most hopeful 
sign that at no distant date a marked improvement in the trade relations of 
these two great countries, having so many things in common, and divided 
only by an imaginary boundary line, will be effected. 

Premier Bennett made his momentous announcement when speaking to 
a resolution moved by a Liberal member, and which was worded as follows: 

“That, in the opinion of this House, it is expedient that the Government 


of Canada re-open negotiations with the Government of the United States of | 


America with a view of bringing about a satisfactory reciprocal trade agree- 
ment between Canada and the United States whereby the natural products 
of Canada, that is the products of the sea, the farm, the mines, and the for- 
ests, and includ'ng fish, lumber, wheat, cattle, etc., should have free entry 
into the United States in exchange for the admission of certain goods from 
the United States of America, which in the interests of both countries may 
be admitted into Canada, free from customs tariffs.” 


Almost equal in its importance to Premier Bennett's statement, is the | 


announcement contained in press despatches that the new Administration at 
Washington, under the guidance of President Roosevelt, proposes to make 
overtures to the Canadian Government looking to the negotiation of such a 
trade agreement or treaty, if, indeed, such overtures have not already been 
tentatively made, 


Canadians generally will welcome these new developments, and nowhere | timate was reported by F. W. Lee, | 


will they be received with greater goodwill, and with sincere hopes that suc- 
cess will attend such negotiations, than in the provinces of Western Canada. 
Unquestionably, the continent of North America is one economic unit, how- 
ever it may be divided politically and nationally. Nature made it so geo- 
graphically and climatically. 

The United States can supply Canada with many things we do not, and 
cannot, produce for ourselves,—cotton, tropical and semi-tropical fruits, 
anthracite coal, many articles of manufacture, to mention only a few items. 
On the other hand, the United States stands in need of enormous quantities 
of other natural products which Canada can supply in abundance. Why, then, 
should both countries erect barriers against the natural exchange‘of such 
commodities to the disadvantage of both? 

Here in Western Canada we can raise tens of thousands of head of 
range cattle, but we are handicapped in finishing them for market, including 
the British market, and are at a distinct disadvantage in competing with the 
Argentine. But the United States raises enormous quantities of corn for 
feeding purposes. What is more natural than that Western Canada should 
ship thousands upon thousands of stocker cattle to the corn states to the 
south to be fattened for market? Both countries would profit thereby. 

Why should the Maritime Provinces be forced to look for markets long 
distances inland in Ontario and Quebec, even in the West, with the rich 
markets of the great cities along the U.S. Atlantic seaboard right at hand 
and easily and cheaply reached by water transportation? Why should 
Ontario, lacking coal supplies of its own, be denied free and cheap access 
to the great coalfields immediately to the south but in the United States? 
Why should either country cripple the natural flow of trade north and south, 


fighting geography in an uneconomical fashion, while striving for markets 


thousands of miles away? 

Is it now admitted, almost universally, that the troubles which today 
beset the world are almost entirely of our own making, the result of our 
own blindness and stupidity, and not the fault of an all-wise Providence nor 
the breakdown of the immutable laws of Nature? 

Canada and the United States have set the world an object lesson for 
more than one hundred years of an undefended boundary line thousands of 
miles in extent. We have shown the nations of the world how international 
relations should be conducted so as to avoid all physical warfare. Can we 
not also show the world, in its present time of distress, how international 
economic relations should be governed so as to avoid economic warfare? 

Assuredly we can, if we will. And it is because we should do so that 
these announcements of the past few weeks are so welcome, so promising of 
great betterment for the peoples of both countries. And to us in Canada 
especially welcome as indicating a unity of desire and policy on the part of 
all our political parties in the advancement of the common good and 
economic welfare of this Dominion.

Information Obtained By U.S. Burean 
Of Home Economics 

For each member of her family, the 
average housewife makes 18 trips a 
day to the kitchen sink, according 
to a February issue of the American 
Journal of Home Economics. 

Each time she goes to the sink, 
the article shows, she spends, on an 
average, one minute. 

Thus, the homemaker in a family 
of five will average 90 trips daily to 
the sink and will work there for an 
hour and a half,

Robe Proved ed Good Mascot 


Gift Of Maori “Gules Treasured By 
British Admiral 

Admiral Sir Lionel Halsey, comp- 
troller and treasurer to the Prince of 
Wales, told the Authors’ Club at Lon- 
don, England, of a New Zealand 
“kiwi” robe which he wore whenever 
he fought in action during the Great 
War. 

The garment, a kind of kilt made 
of flax, was given to him by a Maori 
chief when he was in command of 
“New Zealand.” 
The “New Zealand’ went on a cruise 
to the dominion. One chief, after be- 
ing shown over the ship, gave him the 
“kiwi” robe and asked him to prom- 
ise that whenever he took the ship 
into action he would wear it. He 
told him that it had been worn by 
his forbears in war, but that it would 
never be required in that country 
again. 

On August 28, 1914, when the ac- 
tion of Heligoland was fought, Sir 
Lionel said he wore the robe in the 
conning tower, and he added that the 
“New Zealand” never received a 
scratch during the fighting. 

After this the garment was looked 
upon as a mascot. On Jan. 24, 1915, 
the “New Zealand” fought the Ger- 
man ship “Blucher,” which was sunk. 
Again he wore the “kiwi” with the 
same result, the “New Zealand’ re- 
ceiving no damage whatever. 

In May, 1915, he left the “New Zea- 
land” to Captain, later Admiral, Sir 
John Green. He handed over the 
“kiwi” to his successor and in. the 
Battle of Jutland Captain Green wore 
it when he took the ship into action. 
Two ships in his own line were blown 
up and‘sunk, but the “New Zealand” 
received practically no damage what- | 
ever. After the war, Sir Lionel added, | 
the garment was_returned to him and 
it was one of his most treasured pos- 
sessions,

Americans bought jig-saw puzzles 
to the amount of $10,000,000 in 1932, 
an increase of 70 per cent. over 1931. 
More than 2,000,000 persons purchas- 
ed interlocking jig-saw puzzles that 
require real skill. More than 15,000,- 
000 solved the simpler cut-out puz- 
zles, stamped, not sawed, This growth 
in the puzzle craze has given employ- 
ment to more than 20,000. 

The enthusiasm for home enter- 
tainment has been reflected in a 20 
to 50 per cent. increase in sales of 
all parlor games, tops, horse race 
sets, roulette, table tennis, bee bee 
guns and dart games. 

Although several hundred manu- 
facturers have entered the cut-out 
puzzle field in the last few months, 
demand is still ahead of the market. 
The release of the cheaper puzzles 
has educated a vast new army of puz- 
zle addicts who graduate to more dif- 
ficult varieties. Manufacturers esti- 
mate that the jig-saw puzzles have 
been increased 30 per cent. in intric- 
acy to meet the new vogue. Some 
puzzles have as many as 1,800 pieces.

Stratosphere ’Plane 


Prof. Piccard Believes He Can Build 
a ’Plane That Will Cruise Upper 
Spaces At High Speed 

Prof. August Piccafd, explnrer of 
spaces 10 miles above the earth, is 
convinced he can build an airplane 
capable of flying through the strato- 
sphere at 500 miles an hour, 

The statement came in answer to 
a question by Dr. John Carruthers, 
secretary of the Los Angeles Univer- 
versity of. International Relations, as 
to whether the Swiss scientist 
thought he could construct such a 
‘plane if he were furnished $500,000 
for the purpose. 

“I believe I could do so within a 
year and a half,” he said. “And in 
my opinion the stratosphere ‘plane is 
a thing of the not very distant fu- 
ture.”

To Star Gazers This Year 


The sky schedule for 1933 will be 
| of great interest to star gazers, ac- 
| cording to the American Nature As- 
sociation. 

Six periodic comets are due for re- 
| turn engagements. Two eclipses of 
| the sun are on the schedule also. 
| Then too, Mars, which is probably 
'of more popular interest than any 
| other planet because of its possibili- 
| ties as an abode of life and its fasci- 
| nating and varied surface markings 

which indicate seasonal changes, 
came to perihelion on March 1. 

Perihelion is that point of the orbit 
of a planet or comet which is nearest 
| to the sun. This is one of the less 
| favorable oppositions, since the plan- 
{et is 62,700,000 miles distant from 
| the earth at nearest approach on that 
date. 

Nevertheless astronomers intcrest- 
ed in the physical phenomena of the 
‘planets are keeping this little neigh- 
boring world under scrutiny for some 
weeks, and we may expect to hear 
more than usual about the ruddy 
planet Mars within the next few 
months. 


The comets returning are Brorsen, 
| Pons-Winnecke, De Vico-Swift, Gias- 
cobini, Finlay and Holmes. The first 
| was last seen in 1879 and is due te 
come to perihelion again in Novem- 
ber. 

The Pons-Winnecke comet has a 
period of nearly six years and was dis- 
covered in 1819. It is due to return 
again in May. 

Giascobini’s comet was discove:ed 
by that astronomer at Nice in 1900. 
It is due at perihelion in June. Fin- 
lay's comet is also due in June. 
| Holmes’ comet was discovered in ~ 
| 1892. It is due in August. 

There will be two eclipses of the 
sun, both annular. An annular eclipse, 
is one in which the relative positions 
of sun and moon are such that the 
moon fails completely to cover the 
solar disk and there is a thin annulus 
/or ring of light surrounding the dark

TO STAMP OUT DEPRESSION 


The Editor:—In your fssue of Feb- 
ruary 24th, Mr. Colin H. Burnell out- 
lines his plan to stamp out the de- 
pression. 

Many plans might be devised to 
remedy the present unfortunate econ- 
omic conditions, equally as effective 
as the one suggested by Mr. Burnell, 
but the difficulty in each case is to 
have them adopted. 

Mr. Burnell believes that our pres- 
ent economic system is antiquated. 
By that, he states his belief in the 
existence of system, and implies that 
it is obsolete. 

The system we have, however de- 


scribed, if operated intelligently, 
would bring us out of this morass, 
without any further complicated 


schemes. 
Mr. Burnell’s plan commences with 


the appointment of a number of offi- | - 


cials. These officials would buy “cash 
tickets” for double their face value, 
giving in exchange “certificates,” 
which would again be exchanged for 
real cash, after stamps, bought from 
these officials for real cash, had been 
affixed to the “certificate,” raising its 
face value to six per cent above its 
original face value. 

That charge of six per cent might 
pay the expense of the organization 
of officials, or it might not. Some 
present government would have to 
stand behind, with real cash. 

The present currency system would 
not be eliminated. Dominion notes 
and coins, bank notes and private 
cheques would still be used, and while 
the produce seller would be glad to 
get a piece of new currency of a face 
value one hundred per cent higher 
than the price of his produce, those 
he would ask to accept the “‘certifi- 
cate” would be less eager to take it, 
having to purchase a stamp to make 
it good. Business men generally 
would prefer real cash. 

If the people are so short of real 
cash, from where would the supply 
of real cash come with which to pur- 
chase the stamp? 

Mr. Burnell states that this system 


jis already in operation. He might 


have quoted the opinions of those 
who have used the system. Dr. Irv- 
ing Fisher is said to have approved 
the plan. As a matter of fact, this 
is the plan he is supposed to be of- 


| fering as a solution. 


There would appear to be one real 
difficulty. When a storekeeper was 
offered a bill to change, would ‘le be 
inclined to offer his customer one of 
those ‘certificates’ as part of the 
chsnge? Those handling the ‘‘certifi- 
cates” would have to total up the 
value of the stamps ‘affixed each time 
tu determine the present face value. 

With this plan it is generally stipu- 
latec that the stamps should be af- 
fixed at stated periods, one each 
week, as @ guarantee that this money 
should circulate. In that case, if the 
“certificate” should be_ transferred 


fifty times during the week, it would, 


not be fair that the last man should 
be obliged to put on the stamp. 

The “certificate’’ would be almost 
certain to pass through the stores 
into the banks in deposits. Wouid the 
banks be expected to affix stamps ou 
dur: date on all “certificates” in theic 
possession ? 

Mr. Burnell says his plan also em- 
bodies the principle of relating cur- 
rency to commodities. Currency is 
alwiy: based on the exchange of aJl 
surplus commodities, always has een, 
always must and will be. 

It is hoped that Mr. Burnell will ex- 
amine some of the difficulties of his 
plan, and will attempt to simolify 
them. :

Woman Mining Recorder Returns 
North Where People Do Not 
Grumble 

Tired of talk of depression which 
she has continually encountered in the 
cities, Mrs, F. Muncaster, British Col- 
umbia’s only wgman mining recorder, 
started the return to Squaw Creek, 
near the boundary of the Yukon and 
Alaska. “At Squaw Creek,’ she says, 
“things were never exactly prosper- 
ous, but folks take things as they are 
and never grumble. Why, they don’t 
even know there's a _ depression. 
Things go on just the same.” 

Mrs. Muncaster took in a team of 
sleigh dogs and supplies and she 
plans to make the trail to Squaw 
Creek before the ice thaws. Her goal 
is reached by way of Haines on the 
United States side and Pleasant Val- 
ley, a former Mounted Police out- 
post, 

“As a matter of fact, conditions are 
better at Squaw Creek now than ever 
before,” says Mrs. Muncaster. “Most 
of the people are trappers, with about 
one white man to five Indians. 
There's not much money in fur these 
days, but gold was discovered up 
there not long ago and the miners 
are making from $8 to $15 a day in 
some places, with absolutely no place 
to spend their money.”

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Offers Great Possibilities 


Diesel Engine Travels Quickly With 
Small Amount Of Fuel 

Flashing over the rails at 65 miles 
an hour, the first Diesel electric train 
ever used on an English main line had 
@ successful trial on the 113-mile run 
from London to Birmingham. 

Five minutes ahead, puffing clouds 
of smoke and steam, sped the regular 
London-Birmingham flier, but the 
Diesel train travelled just as fast and 
purred along smoothly and almost 
noiselessly. It required only 25 gal- 
lons of fuel, costing a total of sev- 
en shillings (about $1.20 at current 
exchange) for the journey. 

The trip opened startling possibili- 
ties for the hard-pressed British rail- 
way companies, which have been 
keeping to steam for a century be- 
cause of the cheapness of British 
coal, Recently the Southern Railway 
tried a new departure, electrifying 
the main line from London to Bright- 
on, but at a heavy initial cost and 
after three years’ work. 

Not only is the coal industry wor- 
ried by the success of the Diesel train 
but the advocates of electrification 
are beginning to wonder whether the 
Diesel storage battery system is not 
cheaper and better fitted to British 
conditions. 


Made Punishment Fit Crime 


Chairman Of Blue Star Line Had 
Ideas About Justice ~ 

Lord Vestey, the venerable chair- 
man of the Blue Star Line, who is 
celebrating a 74th anniversary, has a 
decided and exquisite notion of mak- 
ing the punishment to fit the crime.

Ottawa.—Recovery from economic 
atagnation can come only from unity 
of action and unity of action could 
be made possible, or at least hasten- 
ed, by a National government, Sir 
Arthur Curre, principal of McGill 
University, Montreal, said at a gath- 
ering of McGill Ottawa Valley grad- 
uates, 


“All our scattered forces must be | 


combined to lead us out of the mor- 
ass of doubt and even despair,” said 
Sir Arthur. “It is extremely doubtful, 
in my judgment, “if our desired ob- 
jective can be reached by a politically 
divided country. 

“Unity of all, for the good of all, 
would seem to be our surest and saf- 
est guiding force. We had to meet 
a national emergency 16 years ago. 
We met it with unity. In that troub- 
lous time all party prejudices, badges 
and slogans were forgotten or sub- 
merged and as a people we moved 
forward in one solid front to victory, 
not otherwise could we have found 
success,” 

The present situation was more 
perplexing and serious than that of 
1917, said the distinguished soldier 
and educationist. It was time preju- 
dices, badges and slogans were for- 
gotten in a united effort to move to- 
wards prosperity, security and sta- 
bility. 

“There is stagnant industry,” he 
said, “tottering business, 
despair, all urgently demanding re- 
dress. And redress can come only 

. from unity of action which can be 
made possible, or at least hastened, 
I believe, by a national government, 
representative of all the forces and 
all the thought of the country. 

“The establishment of such a pow- 
er would mean sacrifices, a spirit of 
give and take, a measure of tem- 


porary compromise. But in the end it | 


would succeed. In the past one of our 
political Weakneeses has been the 
fact we are all interested in voting 
for or against someone, rather than 
for or against something.” 

No criticism of any party, group or 
policy was to be implied from his 
views, Sir Arthur stated. The times 
called for strength and national dis- 
tress poitted to a common objective, 
rehabilitation. Surely: men of ordin- 
arily divergent views could agree on 
the need of immediate action. 

If the depression continued there 
was a danger of all sorts of quack 
remedies being accepted and applied 
through ignorance and hysteria, he 
went on. Canada had emerged from 
one fool's paradise and should be 
careful not to grope her way into an- 
other “following a _ will-of-the-wisp 
guide.”

(By Gordon Lindsay Smith) 
Do not be fooled by the tales you 


Canada’s Tobacco Industry . 
Cigarettes Form the Main Item Of 
Tobacco Producton 

The most popular form in which 
tobacco is used in Canada is in cig- 
arettes. An analysis of the tobacco 
manufacturing industry in Canada 
for the year 1931 has just been issued 
by the Canadian Government Bureau 
of Statistics. It shows that in the 
year under review the total produc- 
tion of the industry was valued at 
$74,926,154, a decrease of 12.5 per 
cent. compared with 1930. The main 


tion in this, prices runfing from a 
few cents an ounce for some to sev- 
eral dollars, and all of the same 
name. Then, too, while certain varie- 
ties may give wonderful results in 
England or the Southern States, they 
may be a failure here. Reputable 
Canadian seed houses select their 
seed from those sources which turn 
out stock specially recommended to 
Canadian conditions. Naturally, if 
they didn’t, they would not remain 
reputable very long. You may have 
perfect soil and take all your exer- 
cise with a hose and rake, but with- 
out good seed you haven't a chance. 
Remember, too, that good seed is 
grown by experts-who specialize on 
one or two lines and have space suffi- 
cient to prevent bees and other in- 
sects mixing pollen and, therefore, 
strains and varieties indiscriminate- 
ly. 

When spring really arrives Canada 
enjoys the finest climate in the world 
for most vegetables and flowers. To 
get the most out of this period we 
really should start some of our veg- 
etables and flowers from seed in- 
doors, and by this method add weeks 
to the season without going to the 
considerable expense of purchasing 
starting plants. A hot bed is the best 
thing, though good results are ob- 
tained by using flat boxes in a sunny 
window. Hot beds are made in early 
March. Get a supply of fresh horse 
manure which has been turned fre- 
quently to prevent burning. Dig a 
hole as big as the window sash you 
are to use, or build above the ground 
by a wooden frame and boards. From 
twelve to eighteen inches of manure 
well pressed down is needed, and on 
top of this put two inches of fine 
garden soil. Cover with glass, the 
same to slope to the south to catch 
the sun and allow the rain to run 
off, and it should be about a foot 
above the earth. The sides, of course, 
are boarded up to keep out the cold 
air. Allow the bed to heat up for a 
week and when it 0901s down to about 
80 degrees, sow seed in rows about 
an inch apart, watering carefully 
through a coarse piece of sacking 
spread over the soil to prevent the 
seed washing out. 

if you are using a sunny window, 
follow the same procedure, only no 
heating manure is needed, simply a 
box three inches deep with two inch- 
es of soil. Thin out when plants start 
to develop their second set of leaves, 
and when still bigger, transplant toa 
cold frame, the same as a hot bed 
only without the manure, or another 
box, and harden by removing protec- 
tion gradually until the plants have 
practically outdoor conditions. Among 
the flowers, anything that will trans- 
plant like Zinnias, Asters, Petunias, 
Coswios, Marigoids and others so spe- 
cified in the seed catalogue or on the 
seed packet may be handled in this 
way and the blooming period hurried 
several weeks, while there is a long 
list of vegetabies like cauliflower, 
pepper, celery, egg plant, cabbage, 
tomato and head lettuce. Some very 
early things like lettuce and radish 
can be grown entirely in the hot bed 
and will be ready for the table 
months before the stuff sown outside. 

Sweat Peas 

An early start is essential. Usual- 
ly there comes a time in March or 
April when we can work a bit of our 
soil for a few days and it is then 
that we should plant the sweet pea 
which must get its growth while the 
weather is cool. Dig a trench a foot 
deep and in the bottom put a few 
inches of well-rotted manure or 
leaves, or any other decaying veget- 
able matter. Press this down well and 
add three inches of the best garden 
soil. Plant seed two inches apart and 
the same deep and as the plants de- 
velop, gradually fill in the trench 
level. This treatment encourages deep 
rooting in cool earth. Provide from 
three to five feet of climbing support 
in the form of brush, an old tennis 
net, strings or wire. A little commer- 
cial fertilizer dissolved in water and 
carefully applied so that it will not 
actually touch the plants, is also ad- 
vised. Cultivate thoroughly, soak with 
water in dry weather and you will 
have abundance of bloom from July 
until frost. Never allow the flowers 
to go to seed or bloom will cease.

192,309. 

The Canadian tobacco industry con- 
sumed 33,969,546 pounds of raw leaf 
tobacco of which 19,006,792 pounds 
was of domestic origin. For the pro- 
duction of cigars 1,411,469 pounds of 
imported and 1,493,559 pounds of do- 
mestic tobacco were used; for the 
production of cigarettes 6,402,549 
pounds of imported and 4,899,581 


quired, while for the production of 
smoking and chewing tobacco and 
snuff 7,148,736 pounds of imported 
and 12,618,652 pounds of domestic to- 
bacco were used. 

Foreign trade in manufactured to- 
bacco is small compared with the do- 
mestic production. In 1931, imports 
of cigars were valued at $80,641; cig- 
arettes, $95,118; cut tobacco, $424,- 
025; snuff, $18,116 and all other 
manufactured tobacco, $161,436. Ex- 
ports were even smaller. There was, 
however, an export of 6,697,801 
pounds of unmanufactured tobacco, 
valued at $2,018,802, most of which 
was shipped to the British Isles. Com- 
pared with the previous year there 
was an increase of 1,381,982 pounds 
in the quantity of raw tobacco ex- 
ported.

Gas Quota Proposed 


Alberta Board Suggests Curtailment 
Daily Production To 200,000,000 
Cubic Feet 

Removal of all drilling restrictions 
with a daily gas quota of 200,000,000 
cubic feet in Turner Valley oil fields 
is recommended in the Alberta gov- 
ernment’s gas conservation board re- 
port recently issued. 

Companies would be allowed to 
drill new wells whenever they wish 
but production would have to be 
curtailed to the set figure of 200,000,- 
000 cubic feet daily, according to the 


Alberta legislature shortly. 

The board report suggested the 
present restricted gas production in 
the valley be replaced by a proration 
plan as soon as convenient. Under 
this system, each owner of oil and 
gas lands within the productive area 
would have a certain allotment year- 
ly with additional allotments, result- 
ing when new wells come in, being 
met from those not in use or by an 
increase in the total daily figure, if 
necessary.

In times like 
these, we are apt to cut down expenses to 
the very minimum, but this should not 
be done at the expense of the children‘s 
health.
